The New.Soheelbeok Law. 

A strong effort Is expo«-ted to Ims 
made at the next session of the general 
assembly to amend the textbook law, 
liossibly restoring the system of state 
selection. The present law provides 
that each eeonty riiall ehooos lis own 
lcxtl>ooks through a coniiuiaslOB eon- 
posed of a mendier of the county 
board, a luember of the board of ex 
aminers aud a county school principal. 
The old contract will expire next year, 
aud as no selections hsTe ever been 
made by county eommlssions those in 
favor of state selections are desirous 
of .securing legislative action restor 
Ing it before the county commissloiis 
have a c|iance to act. Under tlie old 
state'system the eeiuity JnAgss, eoanty 
superintendents and COOnty attorneys 
voted on the textlx>oks and a majority 
ruled. Some form of legislation will 
be considered by the Kentucky Kdn 
catlonal asinclktion at its meeting; in 
|4MilSVllle. April 80. and probably a 
di«ft oir the measure ftiTored by a ma- 
jority will be prepared for submission 
to the general assembly.— Editorial 
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Stanford. Ky.
